A real romance, which shows that 
all the pretty love affairs are not con- 
fined to novels, has just reached the 
climax near Faducah.

The pension commlsstooer, H. Clay

The Daily Sentinel <4 Grand June- 
lion, Col., contain* the following no- 
tice of the death of \Y A Rice, a rel- 
ative of Dr. J K Van.Vcwlale. of this 
playe: 

This community was stuv'kett and 
grieved this morning to learn of the 
death of William A. Rice, one of the 
most esteemed clll.’cns of Meea county. 
Colorado, and one of t« pioneers l »r- 
ly In January he had an attack of grip 
which left bis system In a run down 
condition. Friday he was taken III 
with an attack of pneumonia and from 
It he never recovered, gradually sink- 
ing until bis death He was never of a 
very robust physique and the disease 
when once fairly under way soon claim- 
ed him for its own. He was born In 
Missouri In l>t<> and came to this coun- 
ty among the pioneer* of the Western 
slope of Colorado in lh^J For many 
years he was engaged In the retallluin- 
ber trade In this city, associated with 
his brother, 1’. A. Rice, the firm name 
being Rice Bros. They did an exten- 
sive trade. A few years since tbe part- 
nership was dissolved and the deceased 
retired from active busioes* life to the 
farm. He was Identltled with the pro- 
hibition movement in this city and 
countv. He was one of the earnest and 
honest worker* In this movement and 
no one questioned his motives He was 
friendly alike to all classes, having 
many warm frleods among those en- 
gaged In the liquor traffic, whom he 
valiantly onposed. On each recurring 
municipal election he was lo be seen on 
the street in hi* own carriage doing 
work for the cause of temperance, the 
motto pinned to the back of hi* car- 
riage “The Saloon Must Go.” Had be 
been other than tbe most guileless 
man, bis professions lo the cause of 
temperance might bave beeo question- 
ed. but thev never were.
